Among Japanese 


Labor and Students 


(By United Press) 
Tokio— (By M ail)—After the great 
crop of strikes and other labor diffi­ 
culties which culm inated during the 
w ar years of prosperity, when the 
supply of labor was so far short of 
the dem and that the workm en wert 
able to enforce almost the demands 
they saw fit to m ake, the period fol­ 
lowing 
the slum p which begun 
in 
March of last year, was rem arkably 
free from strikes. 
Unemployment be­ 
came so common th at workm en wet- 
afraid to lose their jobs, an they knew 
they could not easily lie replaced. 
During 
recent 
months, 
however, 
strikes have become common again, 
and the movements of tile workmen 
are marked by a growing desire fin 
what they call “direct a c tio n ” While 
this term, as used here, is not as sin ­ 
ister as might he believed, it is evi­ 
dent that the w orkers are allowing a 
tendency tow ards opposition to con­ 
stituted authority, and the police a u ­ 
thorities 
are 
w orried 
considerably 
thereby. 
Socialist gatherings are constantly 
being broken up, although they ap ­ 
pear to he no more dangerous than 
are many such m ovements which are 
allowed 
to pass unchallenged else­ 
where, and socialists and labor lead­ 
ers often find themselves under watc h 
by detectives and are frequently h alt­ 
ed to police stations for explanations 
In Osaka the electric 
light 
station 
w orkers recently went on strike, leav­ 
ing the Chicago of Japan in darkness, 
and several clashes occurred between 
thousands of strik ers and their sym ­ 
pathizers with the polic e, in the course 
of which many were injured. 
The red 
flag is often displayed and the old 
time feudal respect for the police is 
rapidly disappearing. 
The unrest and growing disregard 
for government authority is also show­ 
ing up conspicuously among the stu ­ 
dents 
of 
various 
institutions 
ami 
strikes on the p art of student bodies 
have been frequent. 
While all these movements, both of 
students and laborers, are not as yet 
dangerous in themselves, they indi­ 
cate plainly a steadily swelling tick* 
of unrest, but while the authorities 
are only too well aw are of this, the 
m eans of which they take to stem it 
have so far been utterly ineffectual.

Since those days the set ret of the 
tomb has been known to only one 
family, th at of Spey?, of Baals, in 
which it Inis passed down from father 
to son with the Injunction never to

him In i860, by this grandfather.

Tokio— (By Mail)—After the great 
crop of strikes and other labor difli 
culties which culm inated during the 
w ar years of prosperity, when the 
supply of labor was so far short of 
the demand that the workmen wert 
able to enforce almost the demands 
they saw fit to make, the period fol­ 
lowing the slum p which began 
in 
March of last yeur, was rem arkably 
free from strikes. 
Unemployment be­ 
came so common that workm en wer- 
afraid to lose their jobs, as they knew 
they could not easily be replated. 
During 
recent 
months, 
however, 
strikes have become common again, 
and the movements of the workmen 
are marked by a growing desire foi 
w hat they call "direct action.” While 
this term, as used here, is not as sin ­ 
ister as might be believed, it is evi­ 
dent that the w orkers are showing u 
tendency tow ards opposition to co n ­ 
stituted authority, and the police a u ­ 
thorities 
are 
worried 
considerably 
thereby. 
Socialist gatherings are constantly 
being broken up, although they ap­ 
pear to he no more dangerous than 
are many such movements which are 
allowed 
to pass unchallenged else­ 
where, and socialists and tailor lead­ 
ers often find themselves under watch 
by detectives and are frequently h alt­ 
ed to police stations for explanations 
In Osaka the electric 
light 
station 
w orkers recently went on strike, leav­ 
ing the Chicago of Japan in darkness, 
and several clashes occurred between 
thousands of strikers and their sym 
pathizer* with the police, in the course 
of which many were injured. 
The red 
flag is often displayed and the old 
time feudal resp ell for the police i,~ 
rapidly disappearing. 
The unrest and growing disregard 
for government authority is also show­ 
ing up conspicuously among the stu ­ 
dents 
of 
various 
institutions 
and 
strikes on the part of student bodies 
have been frequent. 
While a1) these movements, both of 
students and laborers, are not as yet 
dangerous in themselves, they indi­ 
cate plainly a steadily swelling tide 
of unrest, but while the authorities 
are only too well aw are of this, the 
m eans of which they take to stem it 
have so far been utterly ineffectual.
